Questions raised by some students over the open 
submission policy of this year’s Grain of Sand were 
answered this week by its editor, David Levy. 

Stating in a Gateway advertisement that submission 
of writings is open to any Omaha or Omaha-area resi- 
dent, Levy qualified the statement saying, “We not only 
received $1,800 from student fees this year, butalsoa 
matching grant from the Nebraska Arts Council.” 

Because of this grant, Levy felt submission of 
writings should actually be open to all Nebraskans, but 
settled for Omaha area residents on account of the 
magazine’s size. 

“The magazine has to be professional and have the 
best work, but many of the students in UNO’s 
Community Workshop are among the best,” Levy said. 

Asked about the possibility of an entire magazine 


made up of outside writers, Levy said, “It is possible, — 


but not very probably because of the number of good 
writers here and the intensity of our publicity at the 
University.” 

Levy went on to say he thought the majority of sub- 
missions would be from the students. 

Calling the Grain of Sand a literary anthology of 
UNO, Levy stated its basic purpose as “an outlet for 
printed work by talented writers.” 

He said that although there are many fine writers at 


in of Sand’ Open to All Omahans 


UNO, they could not be called professionals because of 


the lack of outlets for their work, and the degree to 


which they have their cra‘t mastered. 

Following that supposition he said, “You could even 
call John Steinbeck’s Grapes of Wrath an apprentice 
work. 

“It takes a lot of discipline to write well,” Levy said, 
“and there are only some that have it.” 

The chance for UNO to get out and become recog- 
nized as a viable arts center of the Midwest was another 
reason for publishing a literary magazine, according to 
Levy. 

“This is a valuable sort of thing for both the Univer- 
sity and the town,” Levy said, “There is a lot of raw 
talent here, and it shouldn't have to go to the coast be- 
fore becoming acknowledged.” 

‘It doesn’t hurt to have people know about the 
University, either,” Levy stated. 

“Last year there were only 200 submissions,” he said, 
“This year we expect three times that many.” 


The future looks good for the magazine, but Levy 
thought it would depend a lot on the funding re- 
sources. 


“I believe that the writing work done by UNO stu- 
dents is at least as valuable as the financing of the 
cheerleaders,” Levy said.

Life In Prisons Discussed 
At Seminar by Ex-inmates 


Approximately 350 persons turned out to question past and 
present Nebraska inmates during Friday afternoon’s Crime and 
Corrections Seminar panel discussion in the Student Center Ball- 


room. 


The seven-member panel discussed current prison condi- 


tions and possible reforms. 


Two paroled inmates of Attica State Prison in New York fielded 
questions directed to them during the panel discussion, but pre- 


sented their main speeches afterwards. 


Former Nebraska penitentiary inmate Ron Robbins stated, 
“The current prison system does noi rehabilitate. There is no such 
animal as retorm. The prisons only aliow society to sleep peace- 


fully at night.” 


Vera Rice, mother of an inmate, agreed and added, “We have 
unqualified personnel for rehabilitation in the prison institutions.” 
Robbins interjected that a man has “no power once he’s con- 
fined. Society and the institution have all the power and will not 


relinquish it.” 


One of the Nebraska prison inmates, Dennis Washburn, said 
he was overwhelmed by the lack of humane treatment on the in- 


side. 


“Security and custody take priority over humaneness,” he said.

Panther Seale to Speak 
In Place of Huey Newton

Black activist Bobby Seale 
will substitute for Huey New- 
ton at a speaking engagement 
at 1:30 p.m. Friday in the Fine 
Arts Auditorium. 

Newton was scheduled to talk 
on “The Political Move of the 
People and the Black Panther 
Party,” but according to SPO 
representative Heshimu Iverri, 
he was forced to cancel be- 
cause of “two court com- 
mitments.” Seale will address 
the same topic. 

Seale’s appearance will be 
the first in a two-part political 
event sponsored by SPO. Noted 
conservative Russell Kirk will 
air his views on ‘The Move Of 
the People” early in December. 

Seale’s credentials for 
speaking on the Panthers seem 
as impressive as Newton's. He 
was co-founder of the party 
(with Newton) and is currently 
chairman of that organization. 
He was also an unsuccessful 
candidate for mayor of Oak- 
land during recent elections, 
finishing second in a large field 
of aspirants. 

His involvement in two na- 
tionally publicized court cases 
has served to keep Seale cen- 


tered in the limelight. He was 
one of the defendants in the 
Chicago Eight trial, until his 
case was separated from the 
others’. All charges in that court 
action have been dropped. 
Seale was also acquitted of 
charges that he ordered the 
killing of an errant party mem- 
ber in New Haven, Conn. 

in announcing the 
appearance of Seale, Iverri, the 
SPO board member co- 
ordinating the event, said “We 
encourage all people to come, 
not just blacks. His speech is for 
all people, for he is talking 
about change for everyone.”

Mandatory student fees are at 
the root of several problems 
dealing with the funding of stu- 
dent activities. LB 362, the stu- 


dent fees bill, appears to be the 
best hope students have avail- 
able for achieving meaningful 
fee reform. 

The student fee bill would 
provide for a_ strict ac- 
couniabiiity of student fees col- 
fected, something which has 
eluded student leaders in the 
past. Further, students would 
be provided IN ADVANCE a 
proposed program of activities 
to be funded from the student 
activity fee. 

LB 362’s key feature deals 
with the core problem by pro- 
viding for the collection of stu- 
dent fees on an optional basis. 
Student programming would be 
placed Inio the free market re- 
quiring that the student ac- 
tlvitles package be a salable 
commodity, Through this de- 
vice, the dinosaurs being sus- 
tained by the current fees struc- 
ture would be driven into well 
deserved extinction. 

Finally, LB 362 provides for 
enforcement of student fee 
guidelines. Legat sanctions are 
prescribed to insure that fee 
abuses are curbed.

He said that after he took office it was difficult 
to get hold of people and the only way to 
communicate was through the Gateway.

Senate Spotlight 


Senators Concerned About Fees

Dan Haley and Bobbi Micka, 
two of the Arts and Sciences 
representatives in the Student 
Senate, are among that body's 
most experienced members 
despite the fact that they were 
only elected last spring. 

Letter ‘frustrating’ 

Both have been around for all 
of this fall’s fees controversy 
and are upset about its recent 
developments. Speaking of 
Chancellor Ronald Roskens’ 
letter to Dave Parker, Haley 
said, “I think this is a reaction to 
our request for a Fund B re- 
view.” Micka termed the letter 
“quite frustrating.” 

Sophomore Haley would like 
to see a public confrontation 
with Roskens, which would be 
recorded on video tape for 
“possible future playback.” 
Concerning the larger ques- 
tion of a student voice in univer- 
sity policy-making, Haley be- 
lieves that abolishing student 
fees would be detrimental to 


that voice. He said, “Abolishing 
student fees would not only 
shift that cost directly into tui- 
tion but would also eliminate 
student input.” 


Presidential Candidate 
Haley was a candidate for 
student body president last 
spring. During that campaign 
he found that “most students on 


_this campus feel alienated from 


the University." He would like to 
form a group which would in- 
volve students in different 
campus activities, allowing 
them to experience “the whole 
university experience.” 
Another problem that 
concerns Haley is the Univer- 
sity's Food Service operation. 
He commented, “Their prices 
are too high and you get worse 
food and service than at 
commercial establishments.” 


Unhappy with prices 
Math major Bobbi Micka is 
also unhappy over cafeteria 
prices; she thinks food service

and the University Bookstore 
both need “looking into.” 


Micka is the chairman of the 
Senate’s Student Affairs Com- 
mittee which is currently 
looking at finals week. Al- 
though she favors a final testing 
week, she would like to find out 
what the students want before 
making any definite proposals. 


As for the future of UNO, 
Micka said, “Chancellor Ros- 
kens is looking for a definite 
way to go. Students benefit on 
some of the pathways he has 
chosen, but have been left out 
on others.” 


Communications 
Interest Senate 


Two resolutions aimed at 
increasing contact between 
Student Senators and their con- 
stituents were passed by the 
Student Senate last week. 

The legislation calls for 
establishment of ‘an informa- 
tion table and a, Senate news- 
letter. Both ideas had been 
funneled through CCS senator’ 
Bob Land’s Public Relations 
Committee. 

The newsletter proved to be 
the more controversial of the 
two proposals as its sponsor, 
Stan Vanoy, was critical of what 
Land had done with his idea. 
Vanoy said, “There was a lot of 
discussion involving packaging 
last week, but | feel we have no 
right to manipulate the stu- 
dents.” 

Land had proposed that the 
publication be printed on red 
paper and be called the “Senate 
Bullsheet.” The passage of 
Vanoy’s resolution only allows 
for a small sheet of white paper 
to cost “about $5 a week.” It will 
list the resolutions acted upon 
by the Senate and the votes cast 
by each senator. 

Land was also involved in the 
information table idea, being its 
originator. The — resolution 
would set up a station between 
the two student center cafe- 
terias on the second floor which 
would be manned from 10:30 
a.m. to 1:00 p.m. every day. Stu- 
dents “will have the oppor- 
tunity to voice their opinions 
and ideas” to their senators, 
Land said.

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Crime and Corrections ‘Stop Action’ Aids Land Studies

In response to a question comparing the Lincoln prison to the 
one at Attica, Robbins sald, “There is no physical comparison. But 
the things that happen inside sound much the same. You are 
locked up like an animal, wear the same clothes as everyone else, 
a passes to go anywhere, and get shakedowns before and after 
ail visits. 

“These injustices are leading toward trouble,” Robbins said. 
“And these prison tours are like going to the zoo.” He went on to say 
that the warden only lets you see what he wants you to see and that 
he thought it would be a good idea if some law students did some 
research on present prison conditions. 

The so-called Attica brothers, James Richey and another 


Land developers and ecologists may both be 
interested in research to be carried out by a UNO 
faculty member with a federal grant from the 
National Science Foundation (NSF). 

Dr. John F. Shroder Jr., associate professor of 
geography-geology, has a $15,000 NSF grant to 
study “Tree-Ring Dating and Spatial Analysis of 
Long-Term Slope Movements”. In other words, 
he is studying landslides using a unique device — 
the trees growing on them. 

Dr. Shroder’s study involves a hill-side in Utah 
which he believes has been sliding since the early 
1400's. He first visited the hillside in 1967 and at 


tilted at odd angles. He took a core from one of 
the trees and observed rings so narrow that they 
indicated the tree was more than 500 years old — 
yet it was barely six inches in diameter. 

Indications are that there must have been so 
much underground activity involving this tree 
that it has been struggling for existence for hun- 
dreds of years. 

As part of his study technique, Dr. Shroder is 
using a computer-generated map of tree move- 
ments and a “stop-action” movie camera. By 
putting the two together, he hopes to develop a 
five-minute movie which shows 500 years of tree 


many called Alsayah, were both involved in the 1971 prison riot at 


Attica. 


Richey asked if anyone knew the meaning of reform, that he 
thought of it as a catch-all phrase with no meaning. 

“Man reforms himself and Attica should show you that re- 
forms are nothing,” he said. “Perhaps deform is a better word.” 

The transgression of the prisoners to an animal state where 
their minds are “locked up” and where they all become submissive 
slaves” is the worst injustice, according to Richey. 

“You are totally stripped of all dignity and respect,” he said. 
“Survival is what it’s all about in prison. 

“There were some basketball courts put in at Attica to pacify 
the prisoners. We were supposed to bounce our troubies away,” 


Richey said. 


While referring to social workers as society's “magicians,” 
Richey emphasized that “the system is wrong, you see, not the so- 


cial workers necessarily.” 


Asked about any changes or improvements at Attica since the 
1971 riot, Richey said, “There has been money alloted for function- 
alities, you understand, but 75 per cent of it has been used to pur- 
chase guns, riot control gas, helmets, etc.” 

“Sure, they put two chickens in every pot, but I’m in that pot 
too. America has been eating me for years,” Richey stated. 

“I'm still for love, peace, freedom, justice, equality, and all that, 
but | have lost total faith In America,” he sald. 

Both Attica parolees are awaiting trial on kidnapping charges 


stemming from the 1971 riot. 


Alsayah, who is facing 34 counts of kidnapping himself, stated 
that, “the courts are not allowing us a proper defense.” 

“There are 61 defendants and we must all have our own 
lawyers. We have been refused the right to defend ourselves or asa 


group,” he said. 


“Also, for the first time in the United States judicial systems 
history, the state has complete control over all evidence,” Alsayah 


said. 


“We don’t even know what they (the state) have on all of us," he 


explained. 


Alsayah ended his talk with a plea for donations saying that the 
cost of getting Angela Davis. freed was $1 million, and for 61 de- 


fendants It i take a lot more. 


New Policy May Protect 
Teacher Evaluations 


UNO instructors who don't 
wish to have the results of their 
student evaluations made pub- 
lic, have apparently found a 
shield in the University’s new 
policy on. information  dis- 
semination. 


Academic Resources Center 
Director Steve Seline, the stu- 
dent handling the evaluations, 
told the Student Senate Thurs-~- 
day evening that he is doubtful 
whether printing of the evalua- 
tions can be made mandatory. 
Seline based his doubts on the 
recently formulated informa- 
tion policy. 


The policy was put together 
by faculty, staff and students 
earlier this year to “protect the 
right to privacy” of all univer- 
sity personnel. It was reviewed 
by the Faculty Senate, the Stu- 
dent Senate and the Chancel- 
tor’s Cabinet. 


On the subject of internal dis- 


semination of information, the 
policy says, “(It) should. be 
based upon a need to know; i.e., 
it is necessary for the recipient 
to know the information in order 
to carry out his official duties 


The policy also lists four dif- 
ferent categories of informa- 
tion: public information, semi- 
public information, semi-confi- 
dential information and confi- 
dential information. 


Seline believes that the 
evaluations are, at best, semi- 
confidential information which 
according to the policy “may be 
released internally to heads of 
departments, college deans, 
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and higher-level administra- 
tors ... with a need to know.” 
Semi-confidential information 


may also be disclosed “upon 
written authorization” of the 
party involved. 


Philosophy and religion Pro- 
fessor Gary Blum is a member 
of the ad hoc committee on 
evaluations which was 
appointed by Chancellor Ron- 
ald Roskens. He thinks the 
evaluations are semi-public 
information, a category with 
easier access than semi-confi- 
dential. However, it still requires 
written permission of the party 
involved for the information to 
be released for general use. 


According to the policy, only 
public information can be 
released “on an_ unlimited 
basis”. But even then a faculty 
or staff member can request 
that it be “restricted”.

1 told Athletic Director Clyde Biggers on Friday that I think the seat- 
ing arrangements made for the students and faculty at the UNO Stadium 
are lousy. 

He disagreed with me. “I place the very highest priority on student 
and faculty interest in athletics. We appreciate student participation and 
support in terms of fees, which actually is considerably less than the 
amount of input from the type of competition we are currently sched- 
uling. However, we owe an obligation to those people who have reserved 
season's tickets. We are doing the very best we can to provide a quality 


_ program as is evidenced by our current scheduling. 


“We also are trying to provide facilities which will accommodate the 


‘ University’s growing needs and we request cooperation and, in some 


cases, understanding as we move forward in our first year of the change.” 

This answer was made to my charge that the seating arrangement for 
Saturday's game was evidence that the Athletic Department doesn’t con- 
sider the student body ta be too high on Its priority fist. 

Biggers explained the department's seating policy when, earlier in 
our conversation, he said, “There is no way | can be expected to tell peo- 
hie who have boughta stake in our program that they can't have a 50-yard 

ne seat.” 

He was referring to people who buy a ticket to the game, either 
through the Maverick Club, on a reserved basis or on a season's basis. 

| reminded him that UNO's students pay an activities fee every 
semester that insures their “stake in our program.” | asked him, “Where 
would UNO or the athletic program be without Its students?” 

He agreed with me on this point. He sought to inform me, however, 


that if you “worked it out”, each student pays about 30 cents to see a foot- 


ball game. 

The implication | derive from this is that since UNO students only 
pay 30 cents a game for admission, they get to sit between the ten- and 
thirty-yard lines. 

Biggers explained that the arrangements are the same as in the past. 
He said that the only difference this year is that he has succeeded in 


selling far more season and reserved tickets than have been sold in the 
past. The result is that students won’t be able to flow over from their sec- 
tions as they have done previously. 

He emphasized that current arrangements will have to be tolerated. 
He said that he is looking forward to the installation of permanent stands 
or bleachers on the east side of the University Stadium. 

Mr. Biggers seemed lost for alternatives to the present 
arrangements. 

| submit that seating be made on a first-come, first-serve basis. Try- 
ing to determine whether the student body members, who come to see a 
game, or whether the community member, whose monetary support is 
valuable to the program, is the more worthy supporter is merely a matter 
of semantics. 

| contend that everyone should be admitted to the games on an equal 
footing because we all have a “stake in the program.” 

Let it be said that we are all supporters of the Mavericks. Letit not be 
said that we are divided into a categories like $500 members of the 
Maverick club or 30 cent members of the student body.
